In 
this costu me, it is posing as a 
friend of g ood roads, willing to 
contribu te to their u pkeep. The

Any body can see rig ht throu g h it. 
U. G. Lewallen, manag er of the 
Missou ri Bu s and Tru ck Associa­ 
tion, appeared before the Leg isla­ 
tu re’s joint commission on hig h­ 
way needs and became qu ite indig ­ 
nant abou t the political firing of 
Carl W. Brown as chief hig hway 
eng ineer. We, too, hav e been u n­ 
happy abou t what the departu re 
of Mr. Brown may presag e for the 
roads of Missou ri. Bu t the plain 
fact is that the tru ck lobby was 
fig hting increases in the g as tax 
and in tru ck fees long , long before 
the Smith Administration mov ed 
ag ainst Mr. Brown. 
And for all his fine words abou t 
g ood loads, Mr. Lewallen really 
was offering to withdraw opposi­ 
tion to an increase in hig hway 
fu nds, prov ided the tru ckers are 
asked to contribu te at barg ain rat­ 
es. Mr. Lewallen offered to accept 
a one-cent increase in the g as tax 
and only a 50 per cent increase in 
tru ck fees, prov ided that an in­ 
crease in g ross tru ck weig hts is al­ 
lowed. 
These rates wou ld bring in little 


more than half of the additional 
! $22,000,000 a y ear needed to fi- 
I nance the 10-y ear hig hway con- 
I stru ction prog ram. Mr. Lewallen 
intimated that any more su bstan­ 
tial increase wou ld be fou g ht by 
calling for a referendu m. 
Similar tactics were u sed by the 
tru ckers to defeat a g as tax in­ 
crease in 1950. The lobby ’s activ i­ 
ties in connection with tax leg isla­ 
tion in the 1951 leg islativ e session 
hav e been all to conspicu ou s.

SOYBEAN FIELD S 
NEED W IN TER COVER 
There is still time to seed wheat 
or rye on soybean land and grow 
a profitable grain, crop or pasture 
next year, according to Bill Sam ­ 
ple, Associate Agent. The small 
grain next spring will provide cov­ 
er and prevent leaching and ero­ 
sion, and if you don’t want it for 
pasture or grain, it will make an 
excellent green manure crop. 
Where weeds have been kept 
under control you can seed the 
small grain with little or no addi­ 
tional seedbed preparation. Roll­ 
ing before drilling helps to com­ 
pact the seedbed. W here there are j 
considerable weeds or grass in the 
soybean field, a shallow discing 
followed by rolling may be nec­ 
essary. 
After a full crop of soybeans is 
harvested the soil is usually low in 
available fertility. Unless fertilizer 
is added, the soil micro-organisms 
which aid in the decay of soybean 
straw actually take the nitrogen, 
the phosphate, and potash from 
the soil for their own bodies, the 
small grains grow slow and suf­ 
fer severe winter killing.

If you 
have 
the crops 
growing, you’ll probably still get 
some produce from your warm 
season 
crops. 
The 
cool 
season 
crops, of course, will have some 
production yet. 
But the most important part of 
fall garden activity is to get ready 
for next year. And the most im­ 
portant thing you can do this 
fall is to get your soil fertility 
built up. That means two things— 
getting a soil test and then add­ 
ing your fertilizer and organic 
matter. 
If you plow under this fertilizer 
and organic matter this fall, it will 
be worked in the soil in good 
shape by spring. Plowing your 
garden this fall will have some 
other advantages. It will disturb 
the insects that are getting com­ 
fortable for the winter. Some in­ 
sects winter in the soil, and others 
live over in the trash on top of 
the ground. 
If you plow’ now,

them will be killed.

The November Skies 
By Bailey R. Frank 
The stars always 
rise at the 
same point on the eastern horizon 
and set at the same place in the 
west, but this is not true of the 
sun and moon and planets. You 
have all observed that the sun 
rises (and sets) well north of east 
or west, as the case m ay be, in 
the sum m er and well to the south 
in the winter. The moon, in its 
rising and setting, follows the sun’s 
annual trend about once a month. 
The planets follow this movement 
at various rates depending on their 
orbits. Venus, Mars, Jupiter, and 
Saturn are now rising and set­ 
ting about due east. Venus and 
Mars will move southward during 
the next few months. Jupiter and 
Saturn are slower in their changes; 
Jupiter will move to the north 
through the next few years and 
Saturn will move southward. 
But the stars remain fixed in 
their paths through the heavens. 
To help the readers of this news­ 
paper identify fhem as they rise 
and set we 
have listed 
below 


some of the bl ighter ones that are 
within tho sun’s range of declina­ 
tion. Iinstead of trying to describe 
just how .far north or south of east 
they rise, we are listing the two 
dates in the year when the sun 
rises and sets at the same point 
on the horizon. 
Aldebaran— May 6 and August 
8. 
Altair—April 13 and August 31. 
Arcturus— May 18 and July 27. 
Betelgeux—April 9 and Septem­ 
ber 4. 
Procyon—April 4 and Septem­ 
ber 9. 
Regulus—April 23 and August21. 
Rigel—Morch 1 and October 15. 
Sirius—February 3 
and 
No­ 
vember 9. 
Spica—February 21 
and Ovt- 
ober 22. 
Other bright stars, such as the 
Twins, Vega, Deneb, and Capella 
rise and set further to the north 
than the sun ever appears. Antares 
and Fomalhaut are south of the 
sun’s path. Of the first magnitude 
stars Capella is above the horizon 
the longest each night and Fomal­ 
haut makes the shortest and brief­ 
est trip through the skies.

The November Skies

The stars always 
rise at the 
same point on the eastern horizon 
and set at the same place in the 
west, but this is not true of the 
sun and moon and planets. You 
have all observed that the sun 
rises (and sets) w’ell north of east 
or west, as the case may be, in 
the summer and well to the south 
in the winter. The moon, in its 
rising and setting, follows the sun’s 
annual trend about once a month. 
The planets follow this movement 
at various rates depending on their 
orbits. Venus, Mars. Jupiter, and 
Saturn are now rising and set­ 
ting about duo east. Venus and 
Mars will move southward during 
the next few’ months. Jupiter and 
Saturn are slower in their changes; 
Jupiter will move to the north 
through the next few years and 
Saturn w’ill move southward. 
But the stars remain fixed in 
their paths through the heavens. 
To help the readers of this news­ 
paper identify Them as they rise 
and set we

some of the brighter ones that are 
within the sun’s range of declina­ 
tion. I instead of trying to describe 
just how .far north or south of east 
they rise, we are listing the two 
dates in the year when the sun 
rises and sets at the same point 
on the horizon. 
Aldebaran—May 6 and August 
8. 
A ltair—April 13 and August 31. 
Arcturus—May 18 and July 27, 
Betelgeux—April 9 and Septem­ 
ber 4. 
Procyon—April 4 and Septem­ 
ber 9. 
Regulus—April 23 and August21. 
Rigel—Morch I and October 15. 
Sirius—February 3 
and 
No­ 
vember 9. 
Spica—February 21 and Ovt- 
ober 22. 
Other bright stars, such as the 
Twins, Vega, Deneb, and Capella 
rise and set further to the north 
than the sun ever appears. Antares 
and Fomalhaut are south of the 
sun’s path. Of the first magnitude 
stars Capella is above the horizon 
the longest each night and Fomal­ 
haut makes the shortest and brief­ 
est trip through the skies.
